and expited. The like hope of long life is erp2cſſed by thys 
pꝛouerbe, Aegroto anima dum eſt, ſpes eſt. Che ſick man, as 
long as he hath life x b:eath,ſo log hath he hope: ſignifieng 
b euen in the greateſt 5 moſt daungerous diſcaſes,the fick 
parties euer hope to liue, and to eſcape, ſo that neither olde 
age, which by natural courſe foꝛeſheweth death at hande, 
neither pet extremitie of licknes, be it neuer ſo greuous, cã 
remoue from vs this inoꝛdinate expectation,and vain hope 
ot᷑ long lite, ſo long as this body hath anye bꝛeath abiding 
02 life left in it. 
Out of this euill roote ſpꝛing many bꝛaunches of great 
 fnconueniences: Fo2 when men be in expectacion of long 
life, and pꝛomiſe vnto them ſelues continuaunce ot many 
peares:they fall by litle and litle into carnal ſecuritie, they 
grow remiſſe in all godlpe exertiſes, delight altogether in 
pleaſures of this woꝛlde, little 02 nothing thinking of the 
woꝛld to come, oꝛ of any amendement oꝛ co2rection oflyfe, 
but deferring it to a langer time, and ſo often times pzeut- 
ted with vnlooked foꝛ death, 1 founde a ſleepe in their wic⸗ 
ked ſecuxitie, they tumble headlong oz they beware, into 
the pit of damnacion. Foz the curing therfaze of this daũ⸗ 
gerqus diſeaſe in our ſicke nature, the holy ghoſt hath pꝛo⸗ 
uided in the ſcriptures two ſpecial remedies: The one is, 
the ſetting fozth.befoze our eyes the ſeueritie of Gods ter⸗ 
rible iudgement, at the laſt day, when the Loꝛde him ſelfe

Therfoze be ye alſo ready, »» Mat.:4 
fo: the Loꝛd wit come at the houre which you thincke riot > 
on, which ſentence as moſt notable and woꝛthy to be regar 
ded, our ſauionr in that ſermon. doth ſundꝛy times repcate, 
vigilate ergo. &c. Therfoze,wherfoze : It is the concluſion 
of a ſimilitude going befoze,which is this. If the good man 
ok the houſe had knowen what houre the thefe woulde haue 
come, he would ſurely haue watched, e not haue ſuffredhis 
houſe to haue bene bꝛoken vp. And therfoze be you redp , As 
i he ſhould ſay: The good man of an houſe woulde be dili- 
gent to ſaue and pꝛeſerue his houſe and woꝛldly goods, be⸗ 
ing thinges cozruptible,how muche moꝛe ought you to be 
continuallye vigilant , leaſt the dave of iudgement whiche

Let pour loynes be girded, and your candels burning in 
your hands. Vp girding ok the loines is ſignified the bꝛide⸗ 
ling, oꝛ rather mo2tifieng ot dur carnal and coꝛrupt aftec⸗ 
tions, by burning candels is ſignified the light of faith, 
and Chꝛiſtian conuerſacion, the very fruite of true fayth, 
and ſo in ſame that we ſhould be altogether in a readines. 
Saint Peter alſo, when he maketh mention of the ende of 
al thinges to be at hand, vſeth much like exhoꝛtacion: Be 
pe ſober (ſaith he) and vigilant in pꝛaier, ſigniſieng thereby 
that temperaunce in meates and dꝛinkes, ſobꝛietie of cons 
uerſation in al the partes of our life, vigilancie and conti- 
nuaũte in pꝛaier, and other godly exerciſes, are ſure ſignes 


that we make pꝛeparation foꝛ death, and foz the tomming 
of Chꝛiſt. Of ſuch like exhoꝛtatid to pꝛepare againſt death, 
the ſcrivtures are moſt full, ⁊ ſo plaine , that this part nees 

deth no long pꝛoſecution.

um. Jtis02dained,02 it is a ſtatute, concluded and enacted 
in the high court of the heauenly Parliament, ⁊ ſuch a ſta⸗ 
tute as neuer ſhalbe repealed, ᷣ al men, of what e ſtate o; 
condicion ſo euer they be, ſhal once die, and after that folo- 
weth the iudgement.

Foz Yozace ſaith thus: Pallida mors æquo pulſat pede pau; 
| perum ta ,regumg; turres, Pale death, oz death that 
maketh the moſt beutyfull and beſt couloured faces pale, 
doth knocke as indiffcrently at pꝛinces palaces, as at pooꝛe 
mens cottages. An other Poet hath theſe wooꝛdes: Mors 

ſceptra ligonibus æquat. Death maketh ſcepters and mat- 
tockes equal, and aſſone arreſteth he the P2ince that cari⸗ 
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! tocke.Dauid calleth death, Viam vniuerſæ carnis, the wap 3 Regũ. 
of all fleſh,But what needeth many te ſlimonies in fo plain

But both theſe things ſhall appeare moze clerely by exam⸗ 


ples. And £9 begin firlt with cheramples of the latter parte. 
Nothing doth moze cuidently declare the vncerteinty of 
death, thẽ the ſodaine deathes of perſons ot all ages and de⸗ 
grets, of which we finde plenty both in pꝛophane hiſtoꝛics, 


pig nit. ànd in the Scriptures. Plinie in the ſeuenth booke of his 
bift, vb. 7. naturall hiſtoꝛy hath a whole Chapiter intituled De morti- 


cap. 51 


bus repentinis. And the like Chapiter hath Valerius Maxi- 
mus, where they wate that manp vpd moſt light cauſes ſo⸗ 
denly haue died. One at Nome, as he went foꝛth at his chũ⸗ 
ber dooꝛe, did but ſtricke his finger a lule on the doze cheke, 
and immediatlp fel downe deade. An other did but fumble 
as he wet foꝛth, and died fo2thwith, An Ambaſſadour of the 
Nhodians, after he had declared his meſſage to the Senate, 
departing foꝛth of the Counſell chamber, fell downe by the 
wave ſodenly, and there dicd ; Aeſchilus the Þ octe lieng on 
flepe bare headed nere the Sea, a great ſcafowle, thinkyng 
his head to be a fone, wheron he might bzcake the ſhclfiſhz 
whiche he caricd „ lette it fall on Hys heade, wherewith 
he was killed out of hande. Luciane, a man in deede lears 
ned and eloquent, but a derider of all religion, and namely 
a blaſphemer of Chaſtian religion; trauailing by the wap, 
was ſodctnlve ſet vpon & wurried with dogs, a drath woz 
thy ſurh a blaſphemer,and a terrible example to all cõte m⸗ 


t. R eg,25 ners and deriders of religio and pictie. The Scriptures al⸗ 
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ſo want not like exaͤples. The churlfb rich ma Nabal, who 
at his ſherpeſhearing held a feaſt in his houſe like a kyng, 
but denied to relicue Dauid, the perſecuted and in diltres, 
within ten dayes after was ſmitten of the Loꝛde , ⁊ ſo dic d. 


Ananias and Sapphira, pꝛett᷑ding pᷣ̊ they gaue their whole 
patrunome to p relief of the pooꝛe in the pz1mitiue Church, 
but in dede reſeruing a poztion td them ſelues, and ſo lieng 


to

to the holy Ghoſt, were immediatly ſtricken of God, and lo 
ended their lyues, to the fearefull crample of all hypocrites 
and diſſemblers, namely in matters wee to Gods 


religid. Herodes Agrippa being in his moſt 
nificencie ,contented to heare him ſclf magnified and extol- 
led as a God, and not a man, was ſodenlie ſqiitten by the 


Angell of the Loꝛd, and dyed a moſt miſcrable death. The Juke. 1s 


riche man of whom metion is made in the rii.ofLuke,that 
entended to pull downe hys barnes and granaries, and to 
huilde larger, ſapd to his ſoule: Soule, thou haſt pꝛouiſion 
layed vp in ſfoze fo2 many peares, and therfoze take thyne 
eaſe:Cate,d2inke,and be merie. But what became ofhim- 
God ſayd vnto him: Thou foole, euen this very night ſhall 
thy ſoule be taken from thee, and then who ſhall haue that 


thou half pzouided:Therample of Nabuchodoncſoz is veri Dani. 44 


terrible, who walkpng in his pallace, and glozieng in his 
ſcrong and ſtately Citie Babilon : whiles the wo2des were 
pet in his mouth, was ſodenly ſtricken with a plague wozſe 
then death:foz the viſe of reaſon was taken from hym , and 
he him ſelf turned koꝛth among beaſtes, became as a beaſt, 
eating hay like an ore:to teach al poſterities enſuing not to 
gloꝛp in things of this woꝛld, which are but vaine;but that 
he which gloꝛieth, ſhould gloꝛy in the Voꝛd. It hal not be as 
mile it᷑ I adde one example of myne owne knowledge. Fo2 
Gods Judgemẽtes exerciſed in our dapes are alſo to be ob⸗ 
ſerued and marked. J knew a Pꝛieſt, who had rapped toge⸗ 
ther foure, oꝛ flue beneſices, but was reſident vpon neuer 
a one ot them All this ſufficed him not, and ther foꝛe he lon⸗ 
ged fo2 a pꝛebend alſo, there to ſpende at caſe the milke and 
the fleeſe ok the llockes, whiche he had neuer fed. At length 
by mediation of money he obteyned a Pꝛebende: and when 
his man bꝛought him home the feale thereof, caſt into a 
maruelous iope, hee bꝛuſt fooꝛth into theſe wooꝛdes of the 
'Pſalme, taken out of his Pozteſſe, whiche was all his Tu- 
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dy. Hec requies mea, This is mp reſt (ſaith the P2ieff) this is 
my place of quiet, here entend J to make mery fo long as Y 
line. What folowed hereof: ACuredly,nulla requies, no reit, 
but within a few dayes after he was ſtricken with a paulſie 
v he could not ſtirre him ſelfe, beſides, bereft of al his wits 
and vnderſtadyng, that where befo:e he was accoumpted a 
woꝛldly wiſe man, afterwards he was altogether fooliſh, e 
not long after died. And who is there Þ hath liued any nom⸗ 
ber of peares, but they haue knowen oꝛ heard of many that 
haue died ſodenly-ſome ſitting in their chaires, ſome ſleping 
5 in their beds:ſome haue falle down dead going in þ ſtreetes, 
| ſome haue fallen of fr6 their hozſes:beſides many other like 
caſes, coming by fraud, foꝛce, c violece,wzought by one m 
againſt an other,wherof be infinite and to many examples; 
M herfoꝛe to coclude this part, let al thoſe whom God hath 
bleſſed with pꝛolperitie in this woꝛld, learne further ont of | 
theſe examples, that when they are in the higheſt u beſt ffate 
of wealth, fauour, honour, x dignitie:then haue they moi 
cauſe to bee vigilant , and in a redynes, foꝛ then moſt com⸗ 
monly Gods ſtroke is nereſt at hande , and ſodaine deſtru⸗ 
«ion lighteth vp ſuch, as in the middeſt of wozlbly pꝛoſpe⸗ 
ritie haue not God befoze their eies, but caſt himcleane ont 
of their remembꝛaunce. Now to come to neceſlitie, a ſewe 
erdples in that ſhall ſuffice . Dayly experience ſheweth that 
2 Ge al are ſubiec to death. Some note that it is not without an 
8 ne. j. Emphaſis , and to be marked, that in the fifteof Genes 
ſis where mention is made of the olde fathers: that lyued 
fome ſcuen, ſome eight, ſome nine hundꝛeth peares: euer 
in the ende Poſes addeth theſe wooꝛdes: Et mortuus eſt, 
and he dicd:to grue vs to vnderſtande, that lyue we neuer 
ſo longe, vet at length commeth death and maketh an ende 
ot all. It ſtrength could haue pꝛeſerued from death, Damps 
ſon had pet lyued, if wiſedome, Salomon: pt valeauncpe, 
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, preached. in Paules Church. a 
Dauid: pt beautie, Abſulon:yt᷑ riches, Croeſus: vf largenes a 
— Alexander the great had yet remayned a lyue. 2 
But what nede we to ſeke farre examples: Beholde thys 2 
pꝛeſent aſſemblie and ſolemnitie, moſt liuely expꝛeſleth to al 2 
our ſenſes,the bꝛitlenes of our nature, and the necellitie of S 
death, Foz if the moſt noble and myghty pꝛince Ferdinadus N. 
the Komapne Emperour, fo2 whoſe Funeral this pzepara- $ 
tion and concourſe is here made, hath entred the way of all E 4 
lleſhe, and thoughe he were the greateſt and honourableſt 
of all earthly kynges, hath as a ſubieu obeped the irreuoca⸗ 
ble Statute of the heauenly Emperour ſpoken of befoze: 
Let bs in reſpece farre inferiour perſons, aſſure our ſelues 
we ſhall followe,and that howe ſoone we cannot tell, Ind 
bycanſe it is commonly vſed that ſome thyng ſhould be ſpo⸗ 
ke ach Funerals of great and notable perſonages in their 
pꝛayſe and commendation agreable to their conditions: A 
will alſo agreablie to the ſayd cultome ſpeake ſomething in 
commendation of the vertues of this moſt noble pzince, Jn 
whiche doyng J ſhall do no new thyng, but therein follow 
the ſtepyes of the moſte godlye, auncient, and beſt learned 
fathers of the Church. Gregozie Nazianzene,who foz hys 
excellent knowledge was called I that is, the di⸗ 
uine, wrote diuers and ſundꝛy Funcral Daations 02 Ser⸗ 1 orations 
mons , and in them byghely commended the partyes dil: — in 
ceſſed:as Baſilius Pagnus, Cypziane , Athanaſius , hys * o_— pas 
owne father, (toꝛ his father was a maried Biſhop ) and di- © 

uers other, S. Ambꝛaſe in like Sermõs hyghly comended 
Ualetinianus,x+ Theodoſius the Emperours. Which was 

not done of theſe learned fathers, either loꝛ vapne oſtenta⸗ 

tid ot᷑ eloquẽte, oꝛ foz flattery of their frendes remapming a , 
liue ;but partly to cõtinue a reueront 1 honozable memozy 2 
of þ parties diſceſted, partly to extite and firre vp others $ 


by rehearſall of their vertues, to the imitation of the ſame. 
C. ii. | And 
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And here I muſt craue pardon, i J hall not ſo largely and 
particularly ſpeake in the tommt dation of this noble Em⸗ 
perour, as did Ambꝛoſe of Ualentinian # Theodo ſius. Foz 
this pzince was to me perſonally vnknowen: Ambꝛoſe was 
much conuerſaunt with both the other. And ther foꝛe of this 
pꝛince, q can repoꝛte onely thoſe thinges whiche either are 
credibly wꝛitten of him in the hiſtoꝛies of our tyme , oꝛ that 
arc noto:iouſe by common fame, 02 that J my ſelfe haue 
heard by bery certeine repoꝛte of men of good credite. And 
here J will bꝛiefly paſſe ouer thoſe thinges, which Oꝛatoꝛs 
could pꝛoſecute with much eloquence at great length. As 
firſt of all his highe parentage, and nobilitie of birth, being 
in dede very notable, deſcendyng in direcline from ſundzp 
Emperours. Fridericke Theperour of that name the third 
was his great graund father. Paximilian the Emperoar 
fonne to the ſaid Fridericke was his graund father. Phillip 
kyng of Spayne father to Charlies the laſt Emperour, and 
to him:his mother was the daughter and heire of the kyng 
of Spaine:his fathers mother was the onely daughter and 
heire to Carolus Audax, Charles þ bold, Duke of Burgun⸗ 
die, and Loꝛd of all the lowe countreis, in dede a Duke by 
ſtile, but when he liued, terrible to the mightieit kynges or 
his time, he him ſelfe alſo deſcending lyneally frö the kings 
of Fraunce. So that there was compacted in this pꝛinces 
perſon, as it were a bundell of the pꝛincipall nobilitie of the 
chꝛiſtiã woꝛld:out of the compas of the which woꝛld ther is 
no true nobilitie,but al Barbarie, J wil likewiſe paſſe ouer 


the dignitie and honoꝛ of his eſtate, whiche was the higheſt 
tipe of all woꝛldly pꝛeeminencie, to the whiche he aſcended 
by all ſteppes and degrees ol honoꝛ. As firſt of all, after the 
death of aximilian the Emperour his graundfather, boũ⸗ 
des other his titles and ſtiles, he was created not a Duke, 
which is a plate of great honoꝛ, and namelp in thoſe coun⸗ 


freis, 


preached in Paules Church, 


tries, but an Archduke, J meanc Archdake of Auf ria, and 
(that moe is the onely Archduke of the woꝛlde, fo farre as 
I haue read 02 heard. Other ther were Archdukes in \tile,, 
but he onelv ſo long as he liued, was Archdukem poſſeſſio. 
Soone after he was crowned king of Boheme, then elec 
ted king of Romanes, atter that king of Hungarve , 4 laſt 
of al Emperour of Rome: whiche is the higheſt ſtcppe and 
degree of honour that any man in Chꝛiſtianitie can attain 
bnto. When J ſay the higheſt, J do not here except the pꝛe⸗ 
tenſed ſupereminencie of the Popes holines: ſoꝛ A tee his 
holines , in chalenging to be abone the Tmperour , to bee 
an vſurper , and in this point J haue Tertuliane-to make 
with me, who wꝛiteth plainly thus: Imperator omnibus ho 
minibus maior, ſolo deo minor. The Emperour (ſaith he) is 
greater then al men, and pet leſſe then Cod alone. 
Thus much concerning the ropall pꝛoge mie, and imperi⸗ 
al fate of Ferdmandus, which thinges J haue bꝛiefely paſ- 
ſed ouer, as matters moze meete foꝛ them that wꝛite Pane 
8 Oꝛations, then fo2 the Pulpet. Foꝛ although they 
the giftes of God,x therfoze to be eſtemed in their kinde, 
pet be they the thinges that rather make a great man, then 
a good and a Chꝛiſten man. oꝛ the like hath often happe⸗ 
ned, as well to euyl men and to Heathen men, as to good x 
Chꝛiſten men. 
A wil therfoze commend bnto vou the giftes of the mind, 
t the godly vertues which were in this noble Emperour:1n 
the which fo: p cauſes aloꝛe aledged, A muſk be moꝛebꝛic fe, 


the otherwiſe the matter reaquireth Foz ſurely. I haue herd ß 


he uboũded in al kinds of vertue, p he was a louer of tuſtice, 
à louer of truth, 2 a hater of the contraries, that he was kuli 
of clemencie, ful of hemblenes of mind, no pꝛoude man, no 
haultie mũã, but humble, myld, and full of acfabilitie Me was 
alſo notonlearned, ę both in latin 4 al other vulgare * 
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fo ſkilful,that he was wel able to treate in the ſame wpth 
the moſt part of the nations of Chꝛiſtiandome. 

But out of al his vertnes,J wil at this time eſpecially c6- 
mend vnto por thee, wheroftwo are notoziouſlp knowen 
thꝛoughout all Chʒiſtendome: The thirde J my ſelfe haus 
heard by repozte of them that were of good credit and excel 
lent learning. And the firſt is his foꝛtitude, traueils and 
continuaunce in warres againſt infidels,and ſwoꝛen encs 
mies of the Chꝛiſtian name 4 religi, I meane the dea 
Che pꝛincipal office required of a Chꝛiſtian Pzincez 
aboue the dutie of an other Chziſtian, is the right.vſe the 
ſwoꝛd, put by God into his hand, foꝛ the defence of the gods 
ly and innocent, and fo2 the repꝛeſſing and puniſhing of the 
wicked. This ſwoꝛd is neuer ſo wel occupied, as when it 
is dꝛawen in warres to defend chꝛiſtians, againſt infidels 
and enemies of Chꝛiſtian religion. Foz theſe wars haue 
a pꝛiuilege 02 pꝛerogatiue aboue al other kind ot wars, ſoʒ 
they ar called in p ſcriptures, Bella domini, the lozds wars, 
In theſe kinde of wars againſt Turkes 4 Pahumetiſtes, 
this noble P2ince ſpent a great peece of his pong 4 middle 
age, not ſparing therin neither his treaſure, oꝛ his trauapl 
eue in his own perſd. And therfoze in p point mai very wel 
be compared to the moſt godly and valiaunt Pꝛince kyng 
Dauid, of whom foꝛ his valeancie againſt the Philiſtines 


But here me thinketh J heare ſome man, making vnto 
me this obiection, and ſaping: Sir, ve commende this man 
highly foꝛ his warres againſt the Turkes: But beſeche 
you what ſucceſſe had his wars? Had not the Turke the vp 
per hand! Baue we not loſt foꝛ al his wars, the better part 
of the kingdome of Bungarie:Yow then is he woꝛthy com 
mendacion that looſeth and not winneth by his wars! To 
that A guilipersthat W other actions ar 

not 
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not to be \udged by the ſuccelſe,bnt by the purpoſe, entent, 


and pꝛudent diſpoſicton towardes the ſame. , One Poete- 


wiſheth that he ſhould neuer haue good ſuccefſe, which mea 
ſureth doinges by ſucceſſe. Careat ſucceſſibus opto, quiſquis 
ab euentu facta notanda putat . To direc warres and other 
actions to ſome good end, and to pꝛoſecute the ſame by pꝛu 
dent aduiſe, induſtrie, and acinitie , perteineth (as Gods 
gift)to the pꝛaiſe of a man, but the ſucceſſe of thinges is re. 
ſerued to God alone, who diſpoſeth them accoꝛding to hys 
diuine wiſdome, 

And therfoze,if God had determined at that time as ap» 
peareth manifeſtly he had) to plague Chꝛiſtiandome by the 
Turke, as he did the Jewes by Nabuchodonoſo2: (foz god 


can ble both cuil men and witked ſplrites foz his executi⸗ 


oners)and that foꝛ the ſinnes of the Chꝛiſtian Pzinces , x 
people and namelpe foꝛ contemningand perſecuting the 
doctrine of the Goſpell;then offered vnto the:What could 
al the kinges of Chꝛiſtendome haue done to the contrary? 
But if we will iudge this matter after the maner of men, 
and by comon reaſon: Che faulcof the loffes in Hungary 
is rather, vea iuſtly to be imputed to other Chꝛiſtian Pzin

tes (wh at that that time foz old ruſtie pꝛiuate titles, wer 


at moꝛtal and deadly warre one againſte an other; and ſo 
opened the way to the Turke)then to king Ferdinand, who 
continually laboured foꝛ aid againſt the Curke, but could 
Bbtaine none:and was left alone to matehe wyth a moſte 
mightie @y2anne , who hath alone a dominion in great⸗ 


nes, equal almoft to all Chziſtendome , beſides the conſpi⸗ 
racie of diners Hungarian Pznces,(foz Uauoida his qua 
rell with the Turke againſt him) which troubled him moꝛs 
then al the Turkes foꝛce. And Jbeſech pow in this caſe 
who could hope to haue good ſutceſſe- 

And pet his wars againſt / Turkdidnocalwaics lack ſug 
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Fo: pꝛodfe wherof I ſhal deſire you to tal to remtbzanncs 
bow nobly t valiantly the Citie of Vienna in Auſtria was 
defenved againſt the Turke, chieũpe by his meanes. They 
that wꝛite the hiſtozies ofour time, make repozte , that the 
Citie of Utennazthen being a weake towne, and not foꝛti⸗ 
fied, the great Turke hauing paſſed thꝛoughe Yungarye, 
with an huge arne, ſhewing by the way infinite examples 
of barbarous tirannie & crucltie, ſparing neither age noz 
ſexe, no, not foꝛbearing to ryp the bodies of Chꝛiſtian wes 
men,qreat with childe:was by him beſieged round about, 
with fine great campes, the multitude of thenemies being 
ſo great, that a man ſtanding in the Tower of ths great 
church there,ſhould foz eight miles compas rounde about 
the towne, ſee nothing but tentes t pauilions. The Turks 
ſo appzoched the towne, that he pꝛocured þ walles to be vn⸗ 
dermined,tgreat bzeaches being made in thꝛe ſeueral pla⸗ 
tes, thꝛre terrible aſſaultes were geut᷑, ther fundzye dates; 

and yet thzough Gods good pꝛotecton, the tone al it ſelfs 
weake and newly foztified,was defeded by a wall of Ch:i⸗ 
ſtian mens bodies, and the L Titanne repelled with 
ſhame and loſſe of great numbers of his Soldiours, to the 
notable benefite of al Chaiftendome. Fo2 if the Turke had 
then ſurpꝛiſed Vienna,not onely al Germanie,but al Jtas 
ly, Fraunce,yea and England alſo would haue befoꝛe this 
time trembled t quaked. And ſurelpe, J thinke we of Eng- 
lande, that thinke dur ſelues in molt ſafetie, as we haue a 
pꝛouerbe of the Pope, to come to our own dooꝛes, ſo ſhould 
we haue had the Turke oz this dape, to haue come to our 
own dooꝛes, it Aienna had not bene ſo ſtoutlp and valiant 
ly defended, that chiefly by the good meanes of this noble 
Emperoux Ferdinandus, Foz although the Emperour Fer⸗ 
dinande,then king of the Romanes,was notther in perſs, 
pet is his cõmendation neuer the lefle. Foz the warre was 
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his, the towne was his, the armie was collected by his pꝛo⸗ 
uidence, and as they vſe to ſpeake in the latin phzaſe:Ferdi- 
nandi auſpiciis totum bellum gercbatur , So that J cõclude, 
if the Emperour Ferdinande had neuer done any other no- 
table ac in al his life(as he hath done many) beũdes the de- 
fencevfWienna,yet were he foz that alone, woꝛthy of per⸗ 
petual memozy,and of eternal fame and renowme. 

The ſecond thing wooꝛthy highe commendacion in thys 
Pꝛince, in my iudgement, was his peaceable gouernment, 
| after he attained the Jmperiall crowne. And although to 
ſome it map ſeine ſtraunge to commend in one man twoo 
contrary thinges,warre,and peace, yet in deede the varies 
tics'of times and other circumſtances conſidered , it is no 
ſcraunge thing at al. Vis warres were againff Gods ene- 

| mies, his peace was with gods people. Euer ſithens he was 

created Emperour (his wars with the Turks once copoun- 

ded)he hach only ſtudied to maintain publike peace:he hath 

| not attempted as other men haue)toenlarge his dominion 

with chcffuſion of Chaiſtid bloud:hehath not ſtirred vp any 
| ciuil warres, vnder coulour and pꝛetence of religion, oꝛ foz 


any other titles:but rather peaceably gauerned,nouriſhing 
caneoad andamitie among al the ſtates of the Empire: ſa I 
that by mea nes cherat. Germanic befoze affticted, bothe by . * 
cal and foꝛeine warres, is at this pteſent by manye mens 4 
tudgement;mozefiooziſhing bothfoz men and wealth, then A

able, oꝛ a Pꝛince ot᷑ peate. And ſo he alone hath matched. 2. 
molt woꝛthy Pꝛinces in two ſeuerall and moſte pꝛincelpe 
qualities. The third thing that J commend ſpecially in | 
this Pꝛince, whiche J mult ſpeake,not of knowle but 
of moſte credible repozte 2 is his chaſtitie, he was a chaſte 
Pꝛince, a Pꝛince that did truly, and ( as they ſay)pꝛetiſelye 
kcepe his wedlocke. A notable vertue in anye man, but 
moꝛe notable in a Pꝛince, and moſte notable in ſo great 
a Pꝛince, ſpeciallp iu this looſe and licentious age. Fot in 
theſe dates it is to be feared,that not onelve Pꝛinces, but 
others, ot farre meaner eſtate, think vnchaſte life, and the 
bꝛeache of Patrimonie,a thing not onelpe in chem ſelues 
woꝛthy of no repꝛehẽſion, but alſo accompt others of like 
ſtate in power and authoꝛitie, verp fooles and daſfardes, 
if they of conſcience fozbeare to do the ſame. Like in that 
to the Ethnickes,of whom S. Peter wꝛiteth theſe wozdes! 
Atque hocabſurdum illis videtur, quod non accuratis vn# 
. Pet. 4. cum illis in cidemluxusrefuſionem, And it ſeemeth to then 
a ſtraunge oz fonde thing, that pe runne not with dem in 
to the lame exceſe of riot, oꝛ looſnefle. 
But let theſe men allure them ſelues of watluhith kwlo⸗ 
Idem, weth in the fame place. Theſemeti(ſaithſatne —— 
geue atcompt to him that is pꝛepa tod to ſudge the q 
and the dead. God hath not geuen a particular, ba 
neral law:neicher hath he geuen his commaund 
to pooꝛe men onelpe,02 to men of nieane eſtate, but ta all 
5 men, and to al eſtates, high and low, mperouxs, kyn ges, 
2 Quenes, Loꝛdes, Ladies, riche, yoozo . Nea ide greate 
2 Paince of the wozld,ſhal as wel tremble at the i nt 
ſeate of Jeſus hꝛiſt, and paſſe as hat un actaunt us che 
poozeſt man at the eatth an hardet to, fo: that he hath a 
read nnn I 
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ten: Cui multũ creditum, multũ abeotet potentes Luc, 
potenter tormenta patientur, To whom much is chmitted, Sapi. & 
of him much ſhalbe required:and'the mightye ſhall ſuffer 
mighty tozmentes. Let no man thinke therfoze,that high 
eſtate in this woꝛld, geueth him a licence to liue wickedlye 
and buchaſtely:but rather follow this pꝛince, who vertu- 
ouſlp,godly,and Chꝛiſtianly lined in honoꝛable matrimo- 
nie. And may therefoze herein iuſtlpe be compared to the 
bertuous Emperour Gratianus, one of his pꝛedeceſſours. 
To whom ſaint Ambzoſe geueth this laudable teſtimonie: 
Fuit Gratianus caſtus corpore, vt præter coniugium neſcierit In orat, de 
alterius formingconſluctudinem .. Gratianus was a chaſte bit. Vales 
man of his bodp, who, out of wedloche oꝛ beſides his wie 
knew not the companie of any other woman | 
And behold(J beſeche you)how wonderfully God bleſſed 
him fo; his chaſte obſeruacion ofPatrimonie . Fo: wher 
other Pꝛinces liuing heretofoze incontinently, haue bene 

of God with ſterilitia s want ot᷑ roiat iſtue ot᷑ their 
bodies, and ſo the direc line of ſucceſſion bath bene cut of 
after them: God hath not onelye geuen vnto this Pꝛince 
plentie ofhonourable children, boch Sonnes and Daugh⸗ 
ters, but alſo accoꝛding to the verſe of the Pſalme , cauſed 
him * ilios filiorum, his chilvers chilvzen,to avery great 
number. 
Che honourable mariages ofhys daughters in ſundꝛie 
places of Ch:iſkendome,J omitte:but one thing A cannot 
but note-vnty you , that hee recevued at Gods hande the

pꝛaiſe God had Ferdinandus the Emperour, of whom wee 
8 ſpeake:fo2 he afoze he died, ſawe the moſt excellent and no⸗ 
5 ble Pzince Maximilian, his eldeſt ſonne (now Emperour) 
9 crowned king of Romanes, and therby in moſt ſire certen 
tie (it he liued) to ſucceede him. A great bleing to a Pꝛince, 
and a great bleſſing to a countrev, where the caſe fandeth 
ſo. God foꝛ his mercies ſake, at his good appopnted tyme, 
ſend ſuch a bleſſing ta England. Amen, Amen, 
Thus much haue thought good to ſpeake in the tõmen 
. . dacion of this noble Emperour, both to continue an hono⸗ 
rable memozie of the verfues that were in him, as the orca 
ſion of this time and placetuftlp requireth, and alſo to ffyx 
bp thoſe that be pꝛeſent of all eſtates, to followe theſe good 
thinges that were commendable in him. And here J might 
ceaſe to ſpeake any moze ot him, were it not p̊ there remai⸗ 
neth pet one ſer uple to be remoued. Foz it will be obieded 
peraduenture, that this Pzince thus commended, difſented 
from vs in religion:and an anſwer therein requtred. J an⸗ 
ſwer, that the matter of religtb is a matter of great weight: 
in dede, and ſuch a matter as we muſt commend vnto God' 
onely. Let vs, whom God in his mercy hath lightened with 
the bꝛight beames of his Goſpel, render vnto him moſt har 
ty thankes foꝛ the ſame. Let vs thankfully embꝛace it, and 
Chziſtianſp vſe it, to the gloꝛy of God, and our own health, 
And let vs p:ay inltantly to god, the geuer of al good gifts, 
that he wyl in his good appointed time, ſo lighten the eyes, 
and directe the hartes of all Chꝛiſtian Pzinces , that they 
may ſee the light of the truth, and walke thereafter in the 
right wapye,to the extirpacion of al ſuperſticion and erroꝛ, 


and to the true ſetttng fozth and maintenance of fineerc re⸗ 
ligion,and to the glozy of God, who is to be bleſſed fo2 _ 
ny 
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And pet ſomethyng to aunſwer them as concernyng this 
p2ince : diners matters may be alledged,wherof J will re- 
bearſe ſome, which'argue that he was not ſo much addicted 
tu the Komthhe religton as ſome men would haue þ woꝛlde 
to beleue. And herein J will not deale ſubtilie oꝛ craftlp, as 
to affirme befoze this auditoꝛie foꝛ a moꝛe ſtrength to our 
cauſe, p the Emperour afoze his death thought in all points 
of religion as we do (foꝛ J do not thincke ſo my ſelf ot him 
onely'J will alledge a few thinges, which either by the ent- 
dice of the matter, 02 els by good retoꝛd are manifeſt to all 
þ wozld.And firſf of al it cannot be denied but that he was 
conttted to be crowned Emperour without a Baſle, which 
no Emperour did befoze him a great many of peres. And it 
any mi would denie this:there be diners perſones here pꝛe⸗ 
ſent that were then at Frankfoꝛd, and ſaw the whole ſolẽ⸗ 
nitie of his coꝛonation, which was done foz mote ſuretie in 
this caſe, at atternone, not afoze none as was accuſtomed. 
Now it the Emperour had ſo much eſtemed the Baſle , as 
other haue done befoꝛe him: he would not haue ſuffred it to 
haue bene left of at his Cozonation . And if any foꝛ excuſe 
hereof ſhould affirme that he was contented at that time to 
dilſeble the matter, till he had obteined ß imperiall crowne: 
thoſe vnder coulour of frendſhip ſhould be his enemies, as 
diffaming him, that foꝛ ambition ſake he would do a thyng 
cotrarie to his coſcience $ whiche, who ſocuer doth affirme, 
thinketh not hono:ablie , no2 as he ought to thincke of ſo 
good and fo wozthy a pʒꝛince. Furthetmoꝛe I haue heard 
fo: a truth, that afo2e his Coꝛonation he faithfull pꝛomiſed 
the pꝛinces Clectours; that he would neuer be crowned of 
the Pope, and the ſequele declared the ſame verie nianifeſt-' 
ly to be true, foꝛ he was neuer trowned of hym in dedc,re- 
maining ſo longe in the Empire without the Popes appꝛo⸗ 
1204-0 6 hed NAIL time was died et it then be indiffe- 
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rently conſidered , whether this was not much derogatos 
rie to the holy ſea, and whether Saint Peters Pꝛeragatine 
was not much touched herein; Mhat a ſchifmaticall mats 
ter would this haue bene made; and what ftirres woulde 


p haue enſued, if the Emperour Feedinande had lined in the 
5 dapes of Pope Gregozy the ſeuenth, who pꝛocured the de⸗ 
poſing,yea and death alſo ofthe @mperour Henry the.iui⸗ |

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dinandus the Emperour ,not longe befoꝛe hvs death, gaue 
licence to al his own countreis, to haue the vſe of b Sacra- 
ment in both kyndes. J do not affirme this but of repoꝛte: 
But ſurely if it bee true, do not doubt, but that Ood re⸗ 
ueled vnto hym other partes of religion allo, whiche we 
haue not vet heard of. But (as J haue ſapd) we will com⸗ 
mende that matter vnto God : And what ſocuer bys reli⸗ 
gion was, thys ſolemne action foꝛ memoꝛiall of him, map 
very well bee vſed notwithſtandyng. And beyng fallen 
into þ mention of thys publique action and ſolemnitie , it 
hall not be amiſſe ſomewhat to ſave of the true vſe , mca- 
Sand purpoſe ofthe ſame , fo2 the better atiffacion 
beabtful mindes. F02 there is no doubte but there will 
bee two con trarpe iudgementes concernynge the ſame.

And therfoze if ludas Mas 
chabcus offred a Sacrifice foꝛ the dead,ſeyng none ſuche is 
pꝛeſcribed in the law ol Poles, in that doyng he added to þ 
law, and ſo offended Cod: and is no moze in this pointe to 
be followed , then Loth and.Danid heyng otherwiſe godly 
| men, are to be folowed in their euill aces: no2 the authoꝛ af 
8 that booke moze to be credited in this ſentence without the 
8 2. Mach, Scripture, then in his commendyng of one in the ſame ſto⸗ 
14. rie who did kill him ſelfe, contrarie to the Scriptures . Bes

teined pꝛincipally by fapued apparitions, viſions of ſpirits, 
and other like fables, contrary to the Scriptures . But the 
the eldeſt wꝛiters and doctours of the Churche ( foz Diony- 
fius, euen by the Judgement of Eraſmus, is not ſo olde as 
they make hym, ſyeake not at all of pꝛaving fo2 the dead. 
And although in Chꝛiloſtome x Saint Ambzoſe ſometping 
there is mencion of pꝛaping koꝛ the dead, vet it is in a farre 
other meanyng with them, then the ſcoolemen and other of 
the latter tyme, beyng men ignoꝛaunt in the tounges and 
other good learnyngs, haue collected and gathered of them, 
Fo21t is manifeſt, that thoſe holy fathers ment nothynge 
leſle then by paying foꝛ thoſe p were departed, to eſtabliſh 
Purgato e oꝛ thirde place: withourt the whiche, neither the 
Pope hym ſelfe noꝛ any of his clergy woulde any chyng at 
al contend foꝛ pꝛaving foꝛ the dead.

Fo? it is confelled of all men, that if there 
be no thirde place, pꝛaver foꝛ the dead is in vayne, foꝛ thoſe 
that be in heauen nede it not:thoſe that be in hell, cannot be 
holpen bp it: ſo that it nedeth not oꝛ boteth not, as the olde 
pꝛouerbe goeth. Jf the auncient fathers therekoꝛe when 
they p2ave fo: the dead, meane of the dead whiche are alrea⸗ 
dy in heauẽ and not els where: then muſk we nedes by their 
pꝛaper vnderſtande either thanckeſgeupng , oꝛ elles take 
ſuch petitions fo2 the dead as they be in deede in ſome pla⸗ 
tes) toꝛ figures of cloquece and exoꝛnation of their ſtile and 
Oꝛation, rather then necefſarie groundes ofreaſon of any 
doctrine . But J will make this matter moꝛe plapne by an 
bn oz twaine, not entending at this tyme to make any

ldger diſcourſe 02 diſputatio cocernyng this matter.. Am⸗ 
bꝛoſe in his funeral oꝛatiũ oꝛ Sermo cocerning the death of 
Theodoſius the Emperour, doth much comed his vertues, 
eſpecially he commedeth him fo: his great lowlines + hüble⸗ | 
nes of ſpirit:foꝛ that he being an Emperour ſubnutted him 
ſelfe ta the diſcipline of the Churche, and did publicque pc- 
naunce foꝛ the murder committed at Theſſalonica by hys 
comanmncinent,lametpng his ouerſight therin with abun⸗ 
daũte of teares:which few pꝛiuate me in theſe dayes would 
be contẽted ta do. In the pꝛoceſſe of this oꝛation, Saint Am: 
bꝛoſe laboureth ta perſuade all men that Theodoſius, who 
had liued ſo godly, was vndoubtedlye ſaued: and at length

Firſt he calleth Theodoſius the pers 
fect ſeruaunt of God: But purgatoꝛy by the cofcfſion of the 
patrones therok, is not foꝛ the per fede, but loꝛ the imperkect. 
And moꝛeauer what nedeth S. Ambꝛoſe to pꝛape to God to 
geue Theodoſius reſt,ſeyng he hath pꝛonounced afoze, that 
Theodoſius was already in poſſeſſion of that reſt, and ther⸗ 
fo:e not in purgatoꝛp, where is paine(as they teach) contra⸗ 
rie to reſt. It is euident ther loʒe that S. Ambꝛoſe in this any 
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lykeplaces ment not to eſtabliſh the doctrine of purgatoꝛſe, 
e2 pꝛaving fo2 the dead, but vſeth onely a figure of eloquece 
and vehemencie of affcction. Likewiſe in the Grekeliturgie 
entituled to Chꝛiſoſtome are cotepned theſe woꝛdes follows 
ing. Preterca offerimus tibi rationalem hunc culth pro omni- ,, 
bus in fide quieſcẽtibus maioribus, patribus, Patriarchis, Pro ,, 
| phetis et Apaltolis, præconibus, et euigeliſtis,martyribus,cs- ,,

Theſe are Chaſoffomes woꝛdes, ſhall we nowe gather 
hereof, bycauſe Chꝛiſoſtome affirmeth the reaſonable woꝛ⸗ 
Hipping at the holy communion to be offred foꝛ p Patriar- 
ches, foꝛ the Apoſtles,vea and foꝛ the bleſſed virgine? Ther⸗ 
foze the Patriarches, Apoſtles, and the bleſſed virgine are 
in Purgatoꝛie: It is to greate an abſurditie. This oblation 
ther koꝛe is onely a thankeſgeuing to God fo2 the Saints of 
God departed, with the rememb2aunce of them by name, 
who did in true faith departe out of this woꝛlde. Theſe pla⸗ 
ces wel weighed are ſufficient to declare þ true meaning of 
many other lykeplaces alledged out of » fathers fo: pꝛay⸗ bs 
ing foz b dead, x foꝛ purgatoꝛv.

apoſtaſic,and reuolting from Gods religion, foꝛ that they 
had builded an other aulter , beſides the aulter in the taber⸗ | 
nacle, whiche was the onely aulter appoynted by Cod. The 
two tribes and thehalfe aunſwered, + that with callyng of 
God to witnes, that they ment no ſuch thyng,no2 neuer en- | 
teded to oſter any ſacrifice vpon it:But onely buylded it fo: 
a boũder 4 foꝛ a teſtimonie, both fo2 them ⁊ their childꝛen, ð 
the boũdes of their poſſeſſions reached ſo farre. The reſte of 
p Iſraelites were with thys anſwere very well ſatiſfied and 
contented, and abſtepned fo: any warre makyng agapnſte 
them. So J do not doubte, but thoſe who thinke this action 
to haue any affinitie with the ſuperſtitions abꝛogated cere⸗ 
monies (it anv ſuch men be) when they ſhal vnderſtand that 
there is no ſuche thyng nevther done, noꝛ ment, they wilbe 
likewyſe ſatiſſied. Firſte of all here is no inuocation 03 
maſlſyng fo2 the dead: nothyng els done, but that is godly, 
Firſt ſingyng of the Plalmes, afterwardes readyng of the 
Dcriptures , which put vs in rememb2aunce ot dur moꝛta⸗ 
1 litie, and of the generall reſurredion, with doctrine and ex⸗ 
8 hoꝛtation. All whiche thinges tend to ediſieng of thelyuſng, 
/ not benefiting of the dead. Thereft of thynges tend to the 
honoꝛable memoꝛiall of this greate pꝛince , as hath bene 
vſed in all ages, euen emongs Gods people. Herein alſo we 
declare that we rruerence andhoneur the authoatie of Pa⸗ 
giſtrates, as thoſe in whõ the Image of God here on earth | 
is repꝛeſented vnto vs. Purgatoꝛie gaineth nothyng by this 
* dapes action oꝛ ſuch like, but rather receaueth a blow, foꝛ at 
8 ſuch times there is alwaies iuſt occaſiũ miniſtred to ſpeake 
2 | agaynſt 
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egainff that fooliſh fable. And as fo2 this magnificence,x 
coſtes, the Q uenes maieſties ad therin, deſerueth great c6 
mendacion, ſhewing her ſcife therin a Pꝛince ot honoꝛ by 
| doing the office of a Paince ,to the greateſt Pꝛince that 
raigned, therby exerciſing the amitie that ought to be be- 
twirt Chꝛiſtian Pꝛinces. And that ſuche aces foꝛ P2inces 
| dead, are with ſuch circumftances lawfull and commen⸗ 
dable,map appere by the ſcriptures, The pꝛophet Jeremye 
rebuking king Joachim, ſaith thus: Pater tuus nonne com I * 
| edit et bibit, et fecit iudicium et iuſtitiam, et bene erat ei. &c⸗ PERRY 
Did not thy father(ſaith he, meaning good king Joſtas) 
eate and dꝛinke, and dyd iudgement and iuffice , + it went 
well with him: What meaneth the P2ophet by catyng 
and dꝛinking: no man can line without meate and d2inke. 
De meaneth that Joſias did not onely cate and dꝛinke fo; 
neceſſitte,but alſo vpon iuſt occaſions, made great t roial 
feaſtes, ⁊ was ſumptuous in other matters meete foꝛ hys 
eſtate, but he ioyned withal judgement t inffice, he deſtrot 
ed the monuments of idolatry, he minifkred judgement to 
the idolatrous pꝛieſts, he miniſtred iuſtice to the oppꝛeſſed, 
to the widow and fatherles,+ God was well pleaſed with 
dim,ſaith the pzophet. And ſo if the crample of Joſtas be fo 
1owcd in the reſt, God wil not be offended with this. And 
(which is moꝛe ſpecial)it is thꝛeatned to wicked kings by y 
ſame pꝛophet: they ſhal not mourne foꝛ him, alas noble 
p2ince.+c,but as Aſſes ſhal they be caſt abꝛoade. ic. So that f 
this our doing is an honour due, euen by the ſcriptures, to 88 8 
this woꝛthy x molt noble pꝛince. =P 

Let no man here obicc diuerſity of religion, Joſeph dyd 
not refuſt to take the Egiptians, being of a diners religi⸗ 4 
on, in his copany to ſolemnize the burial or his father. And , p eg. 0. 
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Dauid ſent a pꝛincely embaſſage to Hanon, king of the a⸗ 
monites to cõ foꝛt him, vpon the death of his father Haas.

A am of S. Auguſtines minde:whatſoeuer (ſaith he) tẽdeth 
to the edifieng oꝛ encreaſe either of faith oꝛ of charitpe, is 
commendable, Theſe kindes of adions, biſides the entents 

befo2e alledged, tend to thincreaſe'of charitie, to the conti⸗ 
nuaunce and confirmation of vnitie, concoꝛd, and amity, . 

with a moſt noble and mighty pꝛince our neighbour, and 

therfoze cannot but be comended of al thoſe that be louers 
of peace and vnitie. But let this ſuffice of that matter, + 

Now reſteth ſomthing to ſpeake or the third part, which 

is how a ma ſhould pꝛepare him ſelfe to die. Mherin J ens 
tend to be very ſhoꝛt, bicauſe 3 haue ſpit much time in the 
foꝛmer matters. A very neceſſarv matter it is foꝛ a ma to 
ꝛepare him ſelfe to die wel, and Chꝛiſtianly, foꝛ in that res 
ſteth al. And therkoꝛe they are pronounced happy that dye 
in Loꝛde. But this pꝛeparation muſt be made accoꝛding 
to the direction of Gods wooꝛd, not accoꝛding to the deuiſe 
of mans phantaſp . In times paſt men made p:eparacios 
afoꝛe death, but God knoweth)farre out of ſquare : Some 
redemed fo2 monep, great plentye of Indulgencies fron | 
Rome, and he that had the greateſt plentie of them, to bee 
calf with him into his graue, when he was buried (whiche 
J my ſelfe haue ſene done) was counted the beſt pꝛepared 
fo: death. Others made pꝛouiſions oꝛ foundacions to haue 
great number of Maſles ſaid foꝛ them after death, thereby 
7 to be the ſooner deliuered out of Purgatoꝛie. Other there 
8 were, chat thought it a moꝛe reaſonable and ſpeedye waye 
$$ to quench the fire of Purgatoꝛv, atoꝛe they fel into it, and 
ther koꝛe they pꝛocured a great number of Paſlles Tren⸗ 
tals to be ſaid foꝛ them afoze death. Some of thoſe ᷣ haue 
bene learned the moꝛe was the pity) haue died in an obſer⸗ 
uant oꝛ gray Friars cowle, and afterward bene buried in 
the ſame, and ſo thought them ſelues well pꝛepared. But 
alag al theſe pzeparacids were pꝛepoſterous. Parchmet, 
and 
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and leade, Paſſes and Trentals, were they befoꝛe death o: 
after, the gray oꝛ blacke coulour of the Friars cowle, vic re 
| very lender matters of defence befoꝛe Gods iudgenicut 
ſeate. Theſe thinges therfoze , being not oncipe not com- 
maunded of God, but alſo tending to the diuniniſhing of 
the cfficacie and vertue of Chꝛiſtes crofle, were moe apte 
to kindle the vnguenchable fire of hel, then to quenche the 
phantaſtical fire of Purgatoꝛie, which is no where. 
It is not to be denied, but our foꝛefathers wer wife me, 
and in very many thinges highly to be commended: z pet 
lamentable it is to hearc,into what grofſe crrours 4 ſupcr 
Titions they were caried, by thoſe that made a marchaun- 
diſe of religion, teaching thinges not connentent foꝛ filthy 
lucres ſake, as S. Paule foꝛeſhewed. To be bziefe ther foꝛc Tit. u. 
as the time onerſpent requireth,the true pꝛeparaciõ to die 
well, is to liue well. A few woꝛdes, but a long leſſon Saint 
Auguſtine hath a like ſaving: Non poteſt male mori , qui 
e vixit, et vix poteſt bene mori, qui male vixit. He can⸗ 
not die euill, that hath liued wel, and hardly, hardly ( ſayth 
he) can he die wel, that hath liued euil. He ſaith hardly) fo: 
that no ma can limit the meaſure of gods mercies, he may Math. 0. 
whẽ his merciful wil is, cal at pᷣ xi.haure, as Chꝛiſt our ſa- Luc. ag. 
ulour in the parable of the woozkemen ſent into the vine- 
pard,declareth. He map cal at the laſt end of our life, as he 
did the theefe on the croſſe. But that is not his oꝛdinarye 
wap, let io mipzeſume vpon that, but let euery man obey 8 
the voice of god whe he calleth him, who by his holy wo2d 
calleth al men at altimes, when they reade, oꝛ heare it. 
When I ſave that to liue wel, is the verye veſt pzepara- 8 
tion to die wel, let no man thincke that J herein go about 
to extoll the dignitie 02 merite of mans wooꝛkes: Wut 
that J vinderſtande bylpupnge well, all thoſe qualities, 
and vertues whiche pertapne to a true Chꝛiſtian mannc, 
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amonges which,thoſe that be of the firſt cable of the comr- 
maundementes of Cod, are moſte pꝛincipall. As namelye 
Chꝛiſtian beliete, the true knowledge of god,aCured faith 
in the mercies of Cod, fo2 the merites of Chiſte onelye. 
Out of which, as out of a moſt plentiful fountaine, ſpzin- 
geth true innocation of God, true moztification of the old | 
man, and contempt of the woꝛld, with all the wooꝛkes of | 

charity « mercye. Df which J wil ceaſe to ſpeake any fur- 

ther at this pꝛeſent, both foz that J am excluded by tyme 
now ouerpaſt, and alſo foꝛ that the particular tractation | 

of theſe, is the pʒꝛincipal matter of all our other ſermons. 
Of the which, as ye haue often times hcarde herctofoze,ſo 
hal pou alſo hereafter heare often, of me s other mp bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen, by the grace and apd of almighty God, who graunt 
vnto euerpe one of vs, that when the vncertaine heure of 
death ſhal come, we may be found vigilant and well pꝛe⸗ 
pared: that departing from hence wyth a ioyſull conſci⸗ 
ence , we may be partakers of that bleſſednes + felicitye, 
whiche in the Scriptures our ſauiour pꝛomiſeth to thoſe 

ſeruauntes,whom the Loꝛde at his commpng.,ſhall 
finde watchpng and ready. Whiche blelednes 
God graunte vs all, and that thꝛough the me⸗ 
rites and death of the ſame our Sautour 

_ Jeſus Chꝛiſt. To whom with the fa- 
ther and the holy Ohott, be all ho⸗ 
noz,glozp,and empire, nom 
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and fo2 euer.
